New England Transrail 
Residents urged to comment 
on proposed reload facility 


WILMINGTON - Town 
Counsel Paul DeRensis provid- 
ed the Board of Selectmen with 
an update on Tuesday night on 
the status of the proposal of the 
New England Transrail (NET) 
to build a reload faeility on the 
property of the Olin Chemical 
Corporation at 51 Eames 
Street. The briefing gave 
selectmen an opportunity to 
reiterate their strong opposi- 
tion to the proposal. 

In July the NET sought an 
exemption from an environ- 
mental review and, according 
to DeRensis, was well on their 
way to receiving one, 

“Now they need (an environ- 
mental review), so our hard 
work has paid off,” stated 
DeRensis. “Now we need to 
address the scope of the 
review.” 

Acctrding to DeRensis, the 
NET is claiming that all local 
and environmental eoncerns 
haye been addressed. Given 
that clajm, the NET is seeking 
to conduct a'minimal environ- 
mental review. 

“We need to let the agencies 
mow that not to be true,” 
DeRensis stated.

According to DeRensis, the 
Massachusetts Environmental 
Policy Act Office (MEPA), 
which conducts environmental 
impact reviews of certain pro- 
jects requiring state agency 


town is currently putting 
together a presentation urging 
MEPA to conduct a full and 
comprehensive environmental 
review of the proposal. 
DeRensis has also received 
correspondence from the 
Surface Transportation Board's 
Section of Environmental 
Analysis (SEA), seeking his 
assistance in its environmental 
review to be conducted in 
accordance with the National 
Environmental Policy Act 
(NEPA). 

“SEA has not yet determined 
what level of environmental 
analysis is appropriate for this 
proposal,” states SEA Chief 
Victoria Rutson in the letter.

WILMINGTON - The town's 
“free cash” reserve now stands 
at $5.7 million, which is down 
from $9.2 million just two years 
ago, Town Account Michael 
Morris told selectmen during a 
meeting on Tuesday, October 
4. 

According to the 
Massachusetts Municipal 
Association, “free cash” is the 
amount of money that a com- 
munity has accumulated when 
actual revenue collections 
exceed the budget estimates 


that were used in establishing 
the tax rate. “Free cash” is 
also accumulated when actual 
expenses and encumbrances, 
with committed funds not yet 
spent, are less than appropria- 
tions. 

“Free cash” amounts must be 
certified by the Division of 
Local Services in the Bureau of 
Accounts before a community 
may appropriate it 
Certification is based on a bal- 
ance sheet for the fiscal year.

Planning Director says: 
Housing plan will help control 
Chapter 40B proposals 


WILMINGTON - The scope of 
work anticipated for the devel- 
opment of an affordable hous- 
ing plan for the town was out- 
lined to the Board of Selectmen 
by Planning and Development 
Director Lynn Duncan on 
Tuesday, October 14. 

“With a plan approved by the 
state, the town will have more 
control over Chapter 40B pro- 
posals,” said Duncan, who was 
joined by Ralph Wilmer of 
McGregor & Associates, who 
will be the consultant for the 


project. 

Chapter 40B of Massachusetts 
General Law mandates that all 
municipalities within the 
Commonwealth deem 10 per- 
cent of its housing stock as 
affordable. According to the 
Department of Housing & 
Community § Development’s 


(DHCD) provision to Chapter 
40B, Section 31.07, “A decision 
by the Board to deny a compre- 
hensive permit or grant a per- 
mit with conditions shall be 
consistent with local needs if 
the municipality has adopted 
an affordable housing plan 
approved by the Department 
pursuant to which there is an 
increase in its number of low or 
moderate income housing units 
by at least three-fourths of one 
percent of total units every cal- 
endar year until that percent- 
age exceeds 10 percent of total 
units.” 


Wilmington will need to incor- 
porate the construction of 54 
units for every calendar year in 
order to achieve three-fourths 
of one percent of that 10-per- 
cent requirement. . Duncan, 
however, considers it likely that

The town has been forced to 
dip into its surplus in order to 
balance the budgets of fiscal 
years 2003 and 2004, due to the 
dramatic increases in health 
insurance and pension liabili- 
ties and drastic cuts to Local 
Aid.

Shoot first, 
Do the math later 


The Tewksbury Board of Selectmen accepted the Early 
Retirement Incentive last week, paving the way for some 
current town employees to call it a career sooner than 
expected 

As many know, the plan, which was passed by the state 
legislature in January, allows municipal employees who are 
statutorily eligible for retirement to add up to five years to 
their age or creditable years of service when determining 
their pension. The incentive is intended to help towns save 
money and balance their budgets during periods of eco- 
nomic stress. 

When asked by the Town Crier how exactly the adopted 
incentive will assist Tewksbury, three selectmen essential- 
ly noted that figures had not been crunched in a cost-bene- 
fit analysis. They maintained that employees who benefit 
from retiring early will be replaced by workers who will be 
given lower salaries. 

Evidently, Town Manager David Cressman and Town 
Treasurer Donna Walsh were not asked by selectmen to 
break down any figures or determine any scenarios under 
which the program would either benefit or burden 
‘Tewksbury. Instead, selectmen seemed content to base 
their assumptions on data collected when another plan was 
accepted two years ago. 

This all makes for pretty quick math, don’t you think? 
Come to think of it, it seems like no math was done at all. 

The apparent swiftness with which Tewksbury accepted 
the incentive stands in stark contrast to the care and delib- 
eration shown towards the issue by Wilmington Town 
Treasurer Ronald Mendes, Town Manager Michael Caira 
and Selectmen Raymond Lepore and Suzanne Sullivan. 
Lepore and Sullivan justifiably faced some criticism for 
contemplating using the incentive to help individuals and 
not the town as a whole, but they should be lauded for 
requesting the analysis in the first place. 

In the end, the Wilmington Board of Selectmen agreed 
that the town, which enjoys a surplus of almost $6 million, 
does not need to take advantage of the program. Officials 
determined, in fact, that the incentive would cost the town 
more than jt would ever save. 

‘Tewksbury is not as in sound financial shape, so perhaps 
tax payers should wait and see. Now that Tewksbury select- 
men have accepted the Early Retirement Incentive, let’s 
see if they can make it work to ease fiscal woes. In 
Wilmington, they couldn’t. In Tewksbury, it would be 
appropriate to see an official, thorough cost-benefit analy- 
sis that will determine, once and for all, if they can. 


The People’s Choice

Russo is a gifted, literate 
writer whose droll sense of humor and sharp insight have 
provided his fans with rich and memorable characters and 
colorfully drawn communities. He is especially adept at 
creating sad sacks, such as Sully, the failed husband and 
father who is redeemed, sort of, through his grandchild, in 
the book “Nobody’s Fool.” (The film adaptation of 
“Nobody’s Fool,” which starred Paul Newman, is one of the 
best movies of the early 1990s.) 

During the selectmen meeting on Tuesday night, Stewart 
handed out copies of “Empire Falls” to the members of the 
Board and Town Manager Michael Caira. Guess what 
they'll be doing during these upcoming winter nights. The 
Town Crier urges you to do likewise and sign up at the 
Wilmington Memorial Library for your own of what is sure 
to be an entertaining book for the community to read.

When he and 
Dad stepped out of the car - 
both of them wearing pleated 
pants of the period, open 
shirts, suspenders and wide- 
brim fedoras in spite of the 
heat - I couldn’t breathe. 
Even though I was a little 
girl, I recognized Williams as 
the tallest, most handsome 
man I ever laid eyes on. This 
splendid John Wayne type of 
hero literally swaggered 
when he walked. I developed 
a huge crush on him that 
lasted a lifetime. Now living

faded. Had we known how 
valuable such memorabilia 
would become, it would have 
been safely put away - not 
displayed. While the ‘40’s, 
his best decade, was behind 
him, my interest in Williams; 
career deepened in the ‘50’s. 

Everything he did - his 
stint in Korea as a fighter 


tionately known as the 
“Jimmy Fund’), made 
Boston hearts flutter - as did 
mine. 

In spite of the change in my 
father’s health, he was 
active, worked full-time, and 
remained an avid baseball 
fan. In fact, baseball was the 
household “religion” 
throughout five decades. 
Whether it meant being 
glued to the TV, listening to 
the radio on the front porch, 
or playing sandlot ball in the 
open field behind our home - 
April to October meant one 
thing - baseball. 

After Dad’s professional 
attempt at a baseball career 
came to an end, he remained 
a small-town “legend”. 

When his car came rum- 
bling down the back road at 
the end of his. workday, he 
would have to pass the gown 
ball field where us kids were 
playing baseball after school. 
The players comprised of 
both boys and girls - playing 
purely for the love of the 
game. (Woman's lib came 
early to those of us who were 
“Tomboys”.) The kids would 
immediately run up to his 
car, clamoring all over it, 
and stand on his 
boards chanting “Hit One!” 
“Hit One!” over and over 
again, until he relentéd. No 
matter how tired he was, he 
would stop the car, pick up 
the bat, and hit the ball over 
the trees - never to be seen 
again. Watching those base- 
balls disappear was a thrill 
of a lifetime: 

Those who play purely for 
the love of the game seem to

Baseball has become 
vulnerable.

All sides 
were philosophically in more 
agreement than they had 
been in three decades. The 
process of collective bargain- 
ing is a difficult road, but 
after all the arguments about 
the luxury tax and revenue 
sharing ended - this particu- 
lar agreement seems to have 
restored a competitive bal- 
ance. With high revenue 
teams now having to share a 
larger percentage of their 
locally generated money 
with poorer clubs - there 
may now be more than the 
occasional chance teams 
other than the Yankees might 
win the pennant. 

If I ever get discouraged 
about the greed of profes- 
sional players again, I only 
have to recall the events of 
last summer. The very sum- 
mer Ted Williams died, the 
Valley Sports American

KY, won the World-Wide 
Little League Tournament in 
Pennsylvania.

Sears attempted to continue 
by calling Tewksbury Town 
Manager David Cressman to 
the podium to discuss the 
town’s involvement in vacating 
back taxes, originally charged 
to Nova Corporation, and sub- 
sequently selling the land to 
Perkins for $62,000, a sum that 
Sears argues was far too low.

O'Neill acknowledged the 
complexity of the research, but 
expressed confidence that it 
would be resolved amicably.

It was the classic match-up 
that makes football so great. 

On one bench you have a ter- 
rific quarterback, Kevin Reyes 
who is one of the best around.

On 
the other bench you have a 
handful of very good athletes, 
who work hard, who strive their 
legs and bury defenders over.

The Wilmington High cross 
country teams ended their regu- 
lar seasons this week with a pair 
of losses to Pentucket Regional 
and Masconoment on Tuesday.

‘The girl's team lost to 
Pentucket, 19-43, and to 
Masconomet, 15-50. Top finishers 
fot the girls were Melissa 
Marques, tenth overall; Jen 
Loranger, eighteenth overall; and 
Liz, Pettigrew, twenty-sixth over- 
al, 

According to Wilmington coach 
‘Tom Bradley, he did not expect to 
win either meet, particularly the 
boys meet, in which Pentucket 
and Masco, both undefeated 
schools, were squaring off for the 
Cape Ann League title. 

“The Wildcats ended their sea- 
son with a 5-5 record, while the 
Lady Cats finished with a 2-8 
record. Bradley said records and 
results aside, he was pleased with 
the way in which both team,s per- 
formed this season, particularly 
the girl’s team that was more 
competitive than he had antici- 
pated. 

The high point of the season for 
both teams may have been during 
the first five meets.

MacEachern 
seeing success

When the snow melted away, 
and the golf courses reopened 
in April, Matt MacEachern 
dusted off his clubs and headed 
for Billerica Country Club to 
play his first round of the sea- 
son. 

Everything appeared the 
same as the season before: His 
demeanor, his swing, and the 
flight of his shots.

"It 
came out of the blue after 
Christmas, and I had a couple 
of surgeries over the winter." 

Despite the setback, 


MacEachern has persevered. | 


Following surgery, 
MacEachern found that his 
ability to read and his depth 
perception were unaffected. He 
was confident he could return 
to playing golf. Not only was he 
confident, but he was left-hand- 
ed. As a lefty, MacEachern 
addressed the ball with his 
right eye looking up the fair- 


way. 

"(The loss in vision) didn't 
really affect my golf game," 
said MacEachern. "I have 
adjusted pretty well to it.”

Rams get washed away at Shore

The Shawsheen Tech 
football team played some 
pretty good football 
against a good opponent 
last Saturday afternoon. 
Unfortunately for the 
Rams, pretty good was not 
good enough as they were 
unable to hold on to a 90 
second quarter lead and 
they saw their two game 
winning streak come to an 
end with a 22-9 loss to

The loss dropped 
Shawsheen’s record to 2-3 
overall.

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three new schools and a public 
safety buildjng for the police 
and fire departments; as well 
as renovate the William J. Lee 
Memorial Town Hall. All of 
this was done while keeping the 
price tags within the confines 
of the property tax ceiling. 

In the meantime, realizing 
that, buildable land is at a pre- 
mium, the town’s resident's 
fight to preserve green-space 
for recreation and conservation 
purposes, as they attempt to 
plan for enough growth to keep 
the community from becoming 
stagnant 

The battle does not stop 
with conservation and recre- 
ation needs, Even today, the 
town’s citizens are at odds over 
the need for a supermarket and 
the need to preserve the char- 
acter of the town's former 
industries and history. 

The battle over whether to 
place a supermarket on the site 
of the former Wakefield Rattan 
Factory entails not only the 
fight to preserve history, it has 
now become a fight to preserve 
the quality of life for neighbors 
that surround the site, As in 
many past cases, it may take a 
court decision to rectify the 
matter 

Wakefield has a long and 
rich history stemming back to 
a period long before the first 
english settlers came to the 
shores of this continent. Arche- 
ological finds show some inhab- 
itance by nomadic native tribes 
as early as 11,500 years ago. 

The first English settlers 
came to the area from Lynn in 
1644 when the First parish of

Redding was incorporated. 
Over the years the Parish 
would grow and split into two 
others, the North Parish and 
the West Parish, and eventually 
spawn the towns of Lynnfield, 
Reading, North Reading, South 
Reading, Stoneham and a part 
of Wilmington. 

The first change in names 
came in 1812, when the state 
legislature granted permission 
for the town to become South 
Reading. Later in that century, 
Cyrus Wakefield offered to con- 
struct the former Town Hall at 
Main and Water streets (now a 
parking lot after a fire caused 
enough damage to destroy the 
building). The only codicil to 
he offer was that the town 
adopt his last name, thus South 
Reading became Wakefield. 

Wakefield was one of several 
industrialists that put Wake- 
field on the map of commerce 
in the nineteenth century. 

Today Wakefield is the home 
to several international head- 
quarters for businesses that are 


at the forefront of technology. 

The citizens of Redding 
(Wakefield) would take part in 
many of the historical battles 
that helped to form our country 
as a “Land of the Free.” Many 
Redding residents fought in the 
Revolution, and as South Read- 
ing and Wakefield residents in 
the War of 1812, the Civil War 
and the Spanish American War. 
‘Troops from Waketield were an 
integral part of the Americal 
Division during both World War 
I and World War Il.

Wakefield gave their lives in 
Korea, Vietnam and in both 
Gulf Wars. 

‘Today this town of 24,561 res- 
idents (according to the latest 
census from Town Clerk Mary 
K. Galvin’s office) is fighting 
another war. It is a war against 
over-development and an effort 
too not only protect valuable 
green-space but the character 
and beauty of the community. 

Wakefield is located just a 
short 10 miles from Boston 
close to the intersection of 
Route I-93 and 1-95 (Route 128). 
Within its 7.9 square miles lies 
two lakes - Crystal Lake, a sec- 
ondary reservoir for the town’s 
water supply, and Lake Quan- 
napowitt, the crown jewel of 
the community. 

Quannapowitt is a not only a 
source of beauty but a recre- 
ational asset to the town. Many 
people come from miles around 
to walk its three-mile perimeter 


or two sit and enjoy sunrises 
and sunsets along its shores. 

The Lake acts as northern 
gateway to Wakefield crossing 
the street from its southern 
shore one is placed in the mid- 
dle of a Town Common that 
will match any that New Eng- 
land has to offer. This beautiful 
green-space offers not only a 
place of relaxation, but also a 
place to meditate among the 
memorials to Wakefield's War 
heroes. 

In another contrast, during 
the 1950’s, before laws were 
established to protect wetlands, 
many thousands of yards of fill 
were allowed to be taken out of 
the area known as the Reedy 
Meadow, along the northern 
border of Wakefield and Lynn- 
field. The fill was used in the 
construction of Route 128. 


Perhaps the same action 
underlies the importance of 
today’s Wetlands Protection 
Act. The area surrounding the 
Reedy Meadows, which 
includes many residences is 
now prone to flooding problems 
during heavy rains. 


The Reedy Meadow area 
became the site for another 
piece of Wakefield history, 
Pleasure Island, a seasonal 
amusement park that was suc- 
cessful for a few years. The 
land today is used for clean 
industries, which operate under 
the strict guidance of many 
wetlands protection rules and 
regulations. 

These businesses border 
some of the most beautifully 
preserved pieces of woodland 
and wildlife preserves.
